Report of the Committee on Correspondence. 


Your committee beg leave to recommend to the Synod, to take into 
consideration the propriety of renewing the former friendly and brotherly 
intercourse of this body with the Synod of Pennsylvania. We have no — 
doubt that would be equally pleasant and profitable to both parties, and — 
therefore propose the following resolution : | 
_ Resolved, That a delegate be appointed to attend the approaching meet- 
ing of the Pennsylvania Synod, or if that cannot be done, any meeting of 
that body between this and our next Convention; and that his expenses 
be paid out of thetreasury. 

We would also recommend the same, with reference to our intercourse 

with the brethren of the ‘Tennessee Synod. | 

_ We would also direct the attention of the Synod to the condition of the 
Church among our Norwegian and Swedish brethren in Wisconsin, Illi- 
nois and Iowa, and especially to the fact, that a Synod has been recently 
formed among our Norwegian brethren in the State first named. This 
body bears the name of The Norwegian “Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
America.” The 2d section of its constitution reads as follows: The 

doctrine of the Church is, that which is revealed by God's holy word, in 
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‘our baptismal adiveibatit, together with the canonical writings of the OlJ 
and New Testament, interpreted j in aecordance with the Symbolical Books 
ions of the Norwegian Church which are:—-1. The Apostles 
creed ;==2, the Nicene creed;—3. the Athanasian creed ;—4. the Arii- 
cles of the unaltered Augsburg Confession which was delivered to the Em- 
peror Charles V., at Augsburg, in 1530 ;—and 5. Luther s Shorter Cate- 
chism.”’ 

A private letter has been received from one of the members of | this 
body, expressing his regret, at his inability te attend the present session 
of our Synod, and his satisfaction with its position so far as he is informed. 


He also enquires as to the possibility of a closer union between them- 


selves and us, and thinks, that this would be equally agreeable to the 
brethren associated with him and himself. In view of these facts, we 
would propose the following : 

Resolved, Thata correspondence be opened with the Norwegian Synod 
expressive of our interest and sympathy with their movements, and the de- 
sire of this body to co-operate with them in the upbuilding of the Kingdom 
of Christ and the promotion of the interests of our Church in any becoming 
and practical manner.

Report of the Committee on Education. 


The committee on Education having had no documents placed in their 
hands, cannot therefore, present as full a report as they desire. From the 
information they were able to obtain, they would take occasion to offer 
the following remarks. ‘There are at present 13 beneficiaries in our insti- 
tutions at Columbus, 10 of them are entirely supported by the Education 
Societyjand: 3 in part only, ‘The receipts into the treasury, since the last 
meeting of the Joint Synod, (1848,) amounted to $1400 60. ‘The expen- 
ditures to $1200 39, leaving a balance in the treasury of $169 21. More- 
_ over, 6 young men applied to the society for aid, but could not be received 
for want of funds. Now, although it is truly pleasing, on the one hand, to 
see that the cause of education is gaining friends, yet, on the other hand it 
is to be lamented, that for the want of means, promising young men can 
not be educated, to labor successfully in the vineyard of the Lord. ‘There-— 
fore, brethren and sisters, members of the Chureh of Christ, let us unite in 
providing for the education of more ministers. You know the valne of the 
preaching of the Gospel, You know that we need more Ministers, aod 
that it is your duty, according to the Redeemer’s command, to love your 

neighbors as yourselves. e appeal to you, therefore, to relieve nat ouly 
their bodily, but also their spiritual wants. Supply them aa the bread of 
life. Every congregation should be an Education Society, every pastoral 
charee should sustain a venapeciery in the institutions of the Church at Co- 
Jumbus ; say not this is too much! all we ask js ibat you give according to 
the measure with which our Heavenly Father bestows his gifts upon you, 
give cheerfully, and the Lord will love you, and bless you here op earth, 
and in yonder better world—for whatsoever you do unto the least, you do 
unto your Saviour, who leaves no good act unrewarded, and hath done all 
for you that love could do, Forget not fellow christians, to do good and to 
communicate, for such sacrifices are pleasing unto the Lord.

Several numbers of the “‘ Lutheran Church Messenger,” and likewise of 
the “Lutheran Herald,” were given into the hands of the committee. In 
reference to these, we would present the following : a 

1. In relation to the * pe thre Church Messenger,” your committee 
would move, That whereas, this paper, so far as we are acquainted with it, 
has been wanting in a decided acknowledgement of the Lutheran doctrine, 
we, in view of this, do not feel satisfied, and therefore cannot recommend 
it to our congregations; and only then, when it shall have undergone an 
essential change in this respect, we can co-operate in its circulation. 

2. Relative to the “ Lutheran Herald,” the committee move, That 
whereas, from the numbers which have hitherto oppeared, we have arrived 
at the conviction, that we agree with the church position which it occupies, 
so far as we are acquainted with it. Further, as there is no German church 
paper published under the supervision of this Synod, and neither the inde- 
cision of the “Church Messenger,” nor the harsh course of the ‘‘Luthera- 
ner” is -satisfactory to us, we are of opinion that the “Lutheran Herald” 
should be introduced among us, and therefore recommend this paper to our 
‘Crerman congregations, so long as it shall continue faithful to the principles 
it has hitherto advocated. | 

‘The committee cannot pass this matter without expressing its gratifica- 
tion, that said Herald has declared itself, that without being intolerant, it 
will adhere faithfully to the Confession of our Church; and we are decid- 
edly of the opinion, that correctness of faith ie only then right, when pene- 
trated by the spirit of christian love. , 

In relation to the Lutheran Standard, the committee cannot report any 
thing, inasmuch as the Publishing Committee have not yet handed in their 


report. So soon as that shall be done, it can be further acted on.— 
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In conclusion, the committee assume to direct the attention of the Synod 
to the quarterly publication, the “ Evangelical Review.’ Whereas, this © 
is the only publication of the kind among us, and we fee! convinced, that 
it fills a long felt desideratum, by affording to every one an opportunity 
for thoroughly discussing and correcting important Church Questions, 
therefore, the continuation of this periodical is of the greatest importance 
to the Church. Itis true that much appears therein, which conflicts with 
the Lutheran Confession ; when, however, we consider, that it belongs to 
the plan of this work, to permit all the different tendencies in the Church 
to express themselves through its columns, in order that the ever prevailing 
truth may, in the way of discussion, by its inherent power, finally obtain 
the victory. And when we further consider, that much has already been 

done, in this way, for the promotion of the pure doctrines of our Church, 
it 16 ty perceived, that it is our duly, vigorously to support the under- 
taking. This might be done by all the members of the Synod participat- 
ing therein themselves, and awakening an interest in its behalf in others. 

It is very desirable, that the number of subscribers to the work be consi- 

_derably increased, in order that its permanency may be secured, and its 
efficiency increased, ‘The committee hope, therefore, that this admonition 
may not be fruitless. | |

Report of the Publishing Committee. 


The publishing committee of the Lutheran Standard respectfully report, 
that the financial condition of that paper has very materially improved 
since the last meeting of the Synod in 1848. With the exception of the 
amount advanced by the Synod and its instiiutions, and which. remains, siill 
unpaid, and a small_sum_ due. for paper, the entire debt of the establis}: ment 
has been paid off. The whole number of paying subscribers is nearly 
1,100. ‘The amount above referred to as due the institutions of the Synod

It will be perceived from the above, that the establishment is not only 
Meeting its ordinary expenses, but gradually liquidating all the claims 
againstit, What it can-do im future, of course depends in a great measure 
upon the zeal and energy of ‘the church. ‘Should the printing of the paper 
be continued hereafter, as hitherto, it will be necessary soon to procure a 
new stipply of types. Those now in the office are old and mueh worn, — 
and ii is impossible, with them, to give the paper that appearance, which it 
oughtto have. The commitiee, however, are persuaded, that they can 
publish the paper cheaper and niore conveniently in this way, than in any 
other. ‘The committee have, for some time, had under consideration the 
subject of making the Standard a weekly paper. They have ne doubt 


Whatever, that such a change would tend very materially to render it more

useful and efficient ; and would a hig ghly desir. 
able, if any way can be devised to meet the additional expense. That. 
this can be done, the committee have not been able.to satisfy themselves,

Yourcommittee, to whom was assigned the duty of examining and re- 
te porting on the German Hymn Book, for the Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in the United States, respectfully report as follows: a 

~~ Owing to a want of time, it was impossible to undertake so thorough 
and carefu! an examination of this work, as the committee desired, yet we 
believe, that we can recommend this Hymn Book to our congregations, 
because some of us already possess this book, and use it, and are therefore, 
acquainted with it; and also, because it has been examined and recommend. 
ed by both the Eastern and Western DistrictSynods. We were also 
strengthened in this conclusion, by areference to the controversy in rela- 
tion to this work, as conducted in the Lotheraner and Lutheran Standard. 
It is true, we would have been pleased to see, under the head, ‘* The 
Lord’s Supper,’’ one or two more strictly doctrinal hymns, contained ; yet, 
we are sensible of the difficulty, yea impossibility of gratifying all, even 
in their just wishes, in such a collection. 

' We regard the principles set forth in the preface to the work, as being 
correct; and we believe they have been as fully and as independently car- 
ried out in the work itself, as could be expected of fallible men.

REPORT 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY AT COLUMBUS. 


The Board of Directors rejoice in being able to inform the Rev. Synod, 
that during the three years last past, our institution was blessed with eon- 
tinued prosperity. Although the number of theological students, who were 


Seminary within that time, was not very large, and should, and with — 


more encouragement, might be much larger, so as to meet the wants of 


our church inthe West, which are constantly growing more numerous and 


pressing ; yet within the last two years eight or ten young brethren have 
gone forth from it, who now labor in the vineyard of the Lord with fidelity 
and success. ‘The number of those who are studying theology at present, 
is ten, and it would be easy to double this number, if the necessary means 
were supplied. | 

Rev. Professor Lehmann has discharged the duties of his office with en- 
tire satisfaction to the Board. In his plan of instruction, with reference to 


the German and English languages, he has adhered strictly to the course 
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Concérning the Universiiy. itself, the Board do not feel themselves called 
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cotemnsnapid by the Synod, and approved by the — Respecting 
doctrine, it is his constant endeavor, according to the preseription of ms 
constitution, to remain faithful to the symbols of our chureh. 

The Board, with the assistance of influential citizens of Columbus, one 
year ago, founded Capital University, and, as the Synod is sufficiently 
well aware, called the Rev. Dr. Reynolds as President of the institution. 


Extensive repotts' upon its progress and: operations  hith- 
eto, as well as upon ils*prospects and claims upon the assistance of the 
church, will be received by the Synod from another source. For partica- 
lar information respecting the intention of the Board in the erection of 
Capital University, andits connexion with the Seminary, we refer the 
Synod to the reports on this subject already printed. 

A short time ago, the Board sold the former property of the Seminary 
for fifteen thousand and five hundred dollars. Tht#¥hey were enabled to

In the spring of 1848, Pastor J. A. Roof tendered his resignation as di. 


rector, which was, however, not accepted until a year afterwards, when the 


vacancy was supplied by the election in his place of Pastor J. Manning. 
‘On account of the connexion of the Seminary with Capital University, 
it was thought expedient by the Board to increase the number of Directors 
as was proposed some years ago, and allowed by the Legislature of the 
‘State, from eight to twelve; accordingly Pastor J. Wagenhals and Mr. 
John Eberhard were elected one year ago for four years, and Pastor E. 
Greenwald and Mr. John Heyl for one year, as Directors, T

This Society shall be called the “Ohio Education Society of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church.” 


ARTICLE 2. 


The object of this Society shall be to Educate pious indigent young 
men for the Gospel ministry, in the Theological Seminary at Columbus, 
Ohio. 


ARTICLE 3. 


Any person c can be a member of this Society by signing this Constitu- 
tion and paying annually to the Treasurer, the sum of one dollar. 


ARTICLE 4, 


The officers of this Society shall bea President, Vice Preslldia Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, and seven Directors, who shall constitute 9 Board of Man- — 
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agers, to be elecied triennially and continue in office till others shall be 
chosen in their stead. 


ARTICLE 5. 


The Board of Managers shall have the power of appropriating all moneys 
for the support of beneficiaries, of examining and selecting candidates for 
patronage, of appointing examining committees, and generally transacting 
all business necessary for the furtherance of the objects of this Society.— 


The Board of Managers shall also keep a fair record of their proceedings 
and triennially make a report of their transactions to the Society. ‘The 


Board of Managers shall meet annually, and three members of the Board 
shall form a quorum at any meeting regularly convened. 


ARTICLE 6. 
~ Qualified applicanis may be aided, in each stage of preparatory educa- 


tion for the Ministry, but except in very singular cases, no applicant shall 
be assisted, even in the first Stage, who shall hot produce from serious and

foundation, whose instructor or instructors, except in very special cases, 

shall not annually exhibit to the Board of Managers satisfactory evidence, 
that in point of genius, diligence, literary progress, morals, and piety, he 
is a proper character to receive aid from these sacred funds; in addition to 
which each beneficiary, after his admission into any institution, shall annv- 
ally exhibit to the Board a written declaration, that it continues to be his 
serious purpose to devote his life to the Gospel srg Ae in the Evangel!

ARTICLE 7. 


All beneficiaries assisted by this Society, shall give their solemn pledge 
to the Board uf Managers to refund the sum, without interest, expended for 
their education, if they ever should be in circumstances so todo, And any 
person who has been assisted by this Society, and whose name shall be 
stricken from the list of beneficiaries, because of misconduct, or other defi- 
ciency in regard to the qualifications required by the Constitution and the 
Rules of the Board, or who shall have concluded not to devote himself to 
the Gospel Ministry, shall wiihin a reasonable time, refund the sem ex- 


pended ia his behalf, with lawful interest, whenever required by the Board 
of Managers. 
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ARTICLE 8. | 
The President, and in his absence the Vice President, in concurrence 


with any one of the Directors shall have power to call special meetings of 
the Society. 


—-ARTICLE 9. 


The Treasurer shall make payments and advances of the money in the 
Treastiry, from time to time, agreeably to the orders ef the Board of Man- 


-agers, and annually render to the Board a written account of all receipts = 


and expenditures within the year, and of the amount of the funds in his 
hands. He shall also give to the Board of Managers, whenever thev re- 
quest it, a particular account of the. state of the Treasury. 


ARTICLE 10. 


Managers shall triennially appoint three. persons asan 
examining committee, who shall examine all applicants for aid, and with- — 


oul a satisfactory certificate from said examining committee, “no applicant 


shall be aided by the funds of this Society. 


ARTICLE 11. 


The Treasurers of Congregational Societies, auxiliary to this Society, 
shall pay over annually to the Treasurer of this Society whatever unappro- 
ptiated funds may be in their hands. The terms of Membership in the 
Auxiliary Societies shall be twenty-five cents annually, and they may ap- 
propriate their own funds, should a suitable subject present himself: This 
point to be determined by the examining committee. 


ARTICLE 12. 


The Society shall meet at such time and place as the Ohio Synod holds 


its regular session, to elect officers, to hear the report of the Board of Man- 


agers and of the Trensurer, and to transact other necessary business.
